ment. "They are not based on Justice 
either to Ireland or England. 
They 


were promised simply because crime 
In Ireland has been successful. 
But 


we cannot be bullied 
by a gang of 


assassins. 


"Ireland declines to Join us in a 


common 
partnership and this is a 


grave misfortune." 


In referring to the so-called reprisal 


attacks by British policemen^ in Ire- 
land ,tho Premier declared that the 
police had not bombed houses and 
shot down men wantonly without pro- 
vocation 
( 
He added: "Two hundred and eighty 


three policemen were shot In Ireland 
of whom 109 are dead. Others -were 
injured. 
Patience has 
given 
-way. 


The police struck back." 


"Are the policemen to be shot in 


the back without 
defending them- 


selves?" he said. He continued "slace 
convictions have not been Imposed in 
court, it is no wonder the policemen 
have taken tho protection of their 
lives in their own hands. Policemen, 
arriving on the scepie after killing* 
simply shot the murderers." 


"Thus it came about that they were 


called "reprisals." The police conclud-

f?he actual burning of plants and warehouses is proof both of 
the sincerity of the Texans' belief in the method and their abso- 
lute incompetence on the subject of elementary economics. 


When the tide is rising not the forty maids with forty mops,

Prevents Fruit Decay 


That much improvement may be! 


^ade in the home storing of fruits and 


j vegetables by giving attention to the 


i storage cellar or basement is pointed 
,out by J. B. Keil. garden assistant at 
;the Ohio experiment Station. 


The stora^ should h* dry, cool and 


well ventilated, he states. Spraying 
the will* with whitewash, to which 


an ounce of copper sulphate to one 
gallon of spray has been added, helps 
to destroy decay germs. 


Cooling of the storage may be car- 


ried out in most cases by ventilation, 
windows being kept <rpen during cool 
nights and closed in the daytime. 


Fruits keeps in storage much better 


under uniform conditions of tempera- 
ture, particularly apples. 
It is often 


possible to keep apples from three to 
four weeks longer than their regular 
maturing season by careful storing.
